Stores Will Close On 
Day of Annual Rodeo 

Coleman Retail Merchants As¬ 
sociation displayed a great show 
of co-operation at their Thurs¬ 
day, Feb. 12 meeting. Resulting 
from their actions was the deci¬ 
sion to close their stores the day 
of the annual Coleman Rodeo 
and to remain open on May 1. 
These decisions followed and 
complied with discussion settling 
matters regarding the regular 
Monday closing. 

At the start of the meeting, 
secretary Wm. Holyk read a let¬ 
ter from the Oolcmnn Board of 

, Trade. This letter told of the 
annual Coleman Rodeo on July 
4 and the plan for an anniver¬ 
sary week. The board were de¬ 
sirous of knowing the Merchants 
intentions regarding closing for 
the rodeo, 

Mr. Holyk stated that It was 
true that the association had 
overlooked the fact of a 3-day 
holiday should a holiday fall on 
Saturday. This condition only 
happens on a rodeo day and very 
seldom on National Holidays. 
Nevertheless it does happen. To 
alleviate this condition he sug¬ 
gested that the stores should 
open on the Monday following 
the Saturday holiday instead of 
the Monday prior, and amend 
the bylaw accordingly. At this 
time he declared the matter op¬ 
en to discussion. 

It was moved by Aldo Montal-' 
betti that the council be asked 
to redraft the bylaw to include 
provision to eliminate the pos¬ 
sibility of a three-day holiday. 

The merchants went on record 
to close on Rodeo Day In order 
that personnel Involved with the 
rodeo would not be hampered by 
business should they remain 
open. 

Christmas closing hours was 
introduced to the meeting by A. 
Montalbetti. Secretary Holyk In¬ 
formed the assembly regarding 
the rule as covered in the Alberta 
Early Closing Act. The act ex¬ 
plains that 7 days prior to 
Christmas, closing bylaws were 
not applicable, and that the 
merchants should follow much 
the same pattern as set by the 
large centres. If a merchant de¬ 
sires to remain open late he 
would advertise the fact Individ¬ 
ually. 

Discussion was held regarding 
the holiday on May 1. It was felt 
that as this was not a statutory 
holiday and seeing that it would 
conflict with the Monday closing, 
the merchants would remain 
open for business on Friday, May 
1 and observe the regular Mon¬ 
day closing on May 4. 

Rounding out a successful and 
enlightening meet, the merch¬ 
ants were addressed by Mayor 
N. E. Aboussafy. Mr. Aboussafy 
clarified the commercial light 
rates and and pointed out that 
some of the advantages for mer¬ 
chants who were heavy power 
consumers.

Stone Fruits and Pears 
In Okanagan Valley... 


•wise 


In the Okanagan Valley of British 
Columbia, famous for its apple pro¬ 
duction, there has been a trend dur¬ 
ing the last 10 years "toward a great¬ 
er production,, of stone fruits and 
pears. The somewhat unsettled mar¬ 
kets for apples in recent years may 
have been partially responsible and 
may bring further increases in plant¬ 
ings of stone fruits and pear trees 
with an increased production of these 
ffuits. 

At the request of the industry the 
Economics Division of the Canada 
Department of Agriculture made a 
study of orchards comprising mostly 
stone fruits and pear trees during 
the summer of 1950. The objective 
was not only to review this relatively 
newer type of fruit farming, but 
also to supplement the apple produc¬ 
tion survey made in 1949 and thus 
complete the description of the post¬ 
war tree fruit industry in the Okana¬ 
gan Valley. 

Plantings of stone fruit and pear 
trees in the Valley has been made 
on such a scale since 1939 that by 
1949 the prediction of apricots, j 
cherries, peaches, plums, and prunes j 
have more than doubled, while pear 
production has increased by more 
than one-half. At present the do¬ 
mestic market absorbs the .stone | 
fruits and pears produced in the 
Valley. 

The findings of the survey are 
based on the records of 107 fruit 


farms 


comprising 1,121 acres of 
orchard in that section of the Okana¬ 
gan Valley which extends from 
Kelowna to Osoyoos. It was found 
that the average yield in tons per 
acre of the various fruits was: apri¬ 
cots 7.6, cherries 4.6, peaches 6.9, 
plums 5.2, prunes 8.6, pears' 7.0 and 
apples 8.0. More than 80 per cent, 
of the apricot, peach, prune and pear 
trees, about half of the cherry trees 
and two-thirds of the plum trees 
were 15 years old or less.

OTTAWA. —The federal gov- 
fernment has decided to dip 
deeper into the short-term lend¬ 
ing field to gain more cash with 
which to pay off maturing debts. 

Finance Minister Abbott announc¬ 
ed that the government's entire 
eight-year policy on Canada treasury 
bills is being changed, increasing the 
ceiling on such loans by $200,000,000. 

A treasury bill is a short-term 
loan, usually maturing in 91 days, 
which the government obtains by 
calling tenders in the commercial

Peach 
and cherry production will decrease 
unless better cultural practices and 
favourable weather conditions bring 
higher average yields per tree. All 
signs point to a continuing increase 
in the production of pears and a 
slight increase in plum and prune 
production. 

The average acreage of orchard 
j per farm was 10.5 acres, consisting 
j of 1.3 acres of apricot trees, 1.4 acres 
I of cherry trees, 2.6 acres of peach 
trees, 0.9 acres of plums and prunes, 
j 1.5 acres of pears and 2.8 acres of 
j apples. » 

The total number of labour hours 
required per acre was highest for 
cherries with 555 hours; apricots re-, 
quired 469 hours, peaches 384 hours, 
pears 351 hours and prunes 242 
hours. For apricots, peaches and 
pea*s, thinning was the largest pre¬ 
harvest operation; in the production 
of cherries and prunes, removing the 
brush and pruning took the most 
time. For all fruits the harvesting 
operation which required the most 
labour was picking—over 35 per cent, 
of the total labour in all cases. Pick¬ 
ing an acre of cherries with an aver¬ 
age yield of 4.9 tons took more than 
twice the labour required for all 
other fruits except apricots. 

Net returns from an acre of apri¬ 
cots in 1949 were $634.74, cherries 
$875.27, peaches $292.54, pears 
$317.59. Prunes showed a loss in 
1949 of $26 an acre. '

The out-turn being the 
more difficult of the two to throw, 
he will try and force the opposition 
to use it as much as he can. 

Playing the percentage in' every 
shot is something to which a good 
skip is entirely devoted. He plays 
the one with the greatest possibili¬ 
ties, and never passes up the chance 
to play two or three shots in one.

Two Defences For a Defenceman 


This week it’s a tip for defence-1 
men. It’s a technique used by all 
good defencemen in the N.H.L., and 
should be developed by you if you 
are to hit the top in your league. If 
you watch a top notch defenceman 
In the N.H.L. you will notice that he 
has two lines of defence, whereas 
the average player only has one line 
of defence to fall back on. Here's 
how it works: 

A defenceman should use his stick 
1 as his first line of defence. He does 
this by holding his stick in one hand 
well out in front of him. By having 
his stick out in front of him like 
this he is able to knock the puck 
away from the puck carrier. As he 
Is doing this he is skating backwards 
always keeping in front of the puck 
carrier and watching him carefully. 
If the puck carrier, by a stick¬ 
handling trick, gets the puck past 
the defenceman’s stick, the defence- 
man then uses his second line of de¬ 
fence and plays the man. By “play¬ 
ing the man’’ we mean that you for¬ 



get about the puck and concentrate 
taking the man out of the play 
with a bodycheck Or by skating with 
n. You should all remember that 
good defenceman, in most cases, 
plays the man thus, even though the 
puck gets past him, he stops the op¬ 
position from going after it. 

An exception to this rule is when 
the puck is shot into your end zone 
or is loose inside the blue line 
Then, if you qre close, enough you 
should try to get that puck first, if 
you have it they can’t score. Don’t 
forget, in such cases, go back and 
get that puck! Try this type of 
checking and we’re sure you will be 
a lot harder to beat. 

"Guarding" 

One of the most important funda¬ 
mentals of basketball is “guarding’’. 

If you know how to guard an oppo¬ 
nent properly you will be a valuable 
addition to any team, and will in¬ 
crease your rating as an individual 
player! Here are two things to re¬ 
member: 

First—never let the player you are 
guarding get between you and his 
basket. If you keep between him and 
basket he will never have a clear, 
unhurried shot from the floor, and 
he will be unable to pass down to¬ 
ward his basket if you are guarding 
him properly. 

Finally—when guarding an oppo¬ 
nent who is trying a shot or a pass 
over your head, put your arms up at 
a forward angle when trying to block 
the ball; don’t put them straight up 
over your head. Put your arms up 
at an angle toward the ball, with 
your hands about 12 to 15 inches in 
front of your head. By using such 
an arm position you can stop the 
ball before it can go high enough to 
beat you! 

NOTE: His basket is the one your 
opponent is shooting at and the one 
you are guarding.

dicate in Victoria to develop the 
coal lands. This was followed by 
the organization "of a company 
to build the B.C. Southern Rail¬ 
way. Little progress was made 
however until the formation of 
the C.N.P. Coal Co. in 1897. 

There were two sources from 
which agitation for the building 
of a railway through the Crows 
Nest Pass originated. One was 
Victora, B.C. in general, for the 
mining development of the Koot- 
enays in the seventies had been 
northward from Montana and 
Idaho, while the people of the 
coastal area had been cut off 
their own hinterland. This drain¬ 
ing of wealth southward seemed 
as if it would increase as the 
Great Northern was being built 
westward. James J. Hill planned 
feeder lines north into Canada, 
so Col Baker and his company 
led agitation from the British 
Columbia side to cut off Hill’s 
tentacles. 

The other centre of agitation 
was the ranching area around 
Macleod and Pincher Creek. The 
possible market for ranch cattle 
was one factor, but the fear of 
being left at a dead end was ob¬ 
viously another; especially after 
the building of the Canadian 
Pacific through Calgary and the 
apparently dead top of the line 
from Medicine Hat at Coalbanks 
(Lethbridge). Every bit of pub¬ 
licity favorable to the building of 
a railway through the Pass was 
published. Violent arguments 
were printed refuting the claims 
of those who favored the Howse 
Pass setting forth the merits of 
the southern pass. It reads 
strangely like the arguments 
used in 1949 to influence the 
Canadian and Alberta and B. C. 
governments in the building of a 
proposed Trans-Canada high¬ 
way. 

There were rumors of Cana¬ 


dian Pacific surveyors being ih 
the Pass in 1888. A coal oil 
“spring” was discovered by W. 
S. Lee in the Pass, which was 
later proved to be “true petrol¬ 
eum, purer than Pennsylvania 
oil”. In 1889 it seemed certain 
that the line would be built in 
1891. Notice was taken of the 
fabulous silver ledges in the 
Kootenay and of Col. Baker’s 
holdings near his home in Cran- 
brook, and of his trip to Britain 
to try to gain support there. 

In the 1 meantime, John Nelson, 
a North Fork rancher, discovered 
“genuine coking coal” along the 
middle fork near the falls, and 
set about forming the Alberta 
Coal and Coke Company. Reports 
on the progress of Baker’s Crows 
Nest Coal Company were given

Clean Seed Makes Better Crops 


One Yard Wonders 


Between now and spring many 
farmers will be cleaning seed or ar¬ 
ranging to have it done at seed clean¬ 
ing plants. It is false economy not 
to clean seed thoroughly for using 
partially cleaned seed is one of the 
quickest and surest ways of increas¬ 
ing weeds around the farm. It should 
not be a matter for congratulation 
that the quantity of material screen-

Small seeds such as clover, alsike 
I and red clover are not easily cleaned 
| and indications over many years are 
! that these small grass seeds are often 
j sown when they would be classed as

only grade as -No. 2 or No. 3. Many 
farmers consider that No. 3 seed is 
not really fit for seed. 

Operators of seed cleaning plants 
who know that any seed contains too 
many weeds' would do individual 
farmers and the community in gen¬ 
eral a real service by endeavouring 
to discourage the use of such seed. 

Only too often weeds originate 
from screenings which get scattered 
around a farm. Screenings from 
most small seeds have practically no! 
feeding value and they are better not!
